STOCKHOLM, Feb. 2.-——Three 
weeks of incessant freezing weather 
have formed ice in the Baltic Sea

of Stockholm. All the Finnish porte 
also are blocked. 

Ice covers the sea for hundreds of 
miles, and many steamships are pro- 
ceeding to the Swedish Archipelago 
to escape its menace.

Coast, bound for Reval, is among 
the vessels seeking refuge in Swedish 
waters from the ice drift. 

Finnish and Swedish ice break- 
ers are working to their utmost to 
keep the harbors of this port and 
Reval open. The latter is seriously 
threatened.
